The witness testified ahe Is the 
last member of ?. family of six 
children, three sons and three 
daughters, and that Monroe-twp 
has always been-her home.

arose about 3 a. m.. on the morn- 
ing of Dec. 10 and closed the front 
door as he left the house. She said 
she heard no noises outside but 
shortly later three colored men en- 
tered, one of which she again said 
was Walker Brown. She testified 
she was hit on the back of the 
head, her thumbs tied, and she was 
thrown on the floor with a blanket 
over herjiead. Miss Kidnev also 
said she was burned with chloro- 
form. At no time was she uncon- 
scious, she said. 


Her left arm was fractured in 


two places, the sister said. 


ABM FRACTURED 


The invalid sister said she could 


hear her brother moaning and es- 
timated the tune she laid on the 
floor as 12 hours. She said Mrs. 
Grice was t5?e first person in the 
home after the negroes left. Miss 
Kidney identified the shotgun and 
pistol alleged to have been stolen 
from the home and said she and 
her brother had about S445 con- 
cealed in the home.

while lying on the floor she could 
hear the men ransacking the home. 
The little note book in which Miss 
Kidney said she wrote down a no- 
tation of seeing some colored men 
pass the home Oct. 16 was intro- 
duced by the state.
